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1. Bodorfa, A Soviet ammunition cepot has existed at Bodorfa since the fall of 
1949, An area about 400 by 200 meters in size has been cleared in the forest 
about 2.5 kilometers north of the highway, In this clearing are excavations 
about 30 meters long, 10 meters wide and > meters deep, hidden behind fenecs 
and covered with sod, They are filled with ammunition, 


Not far from the above ammunition depot is a barracks camp covering a space of 
about 600 by 700 meters, Belts of treeshave been left as camouflage between the 
separate wooden barracks buildings. There is a vehicle parking place about in 
the center of the camp. The fuel depot is in the southern part of the forest, 
This camp was oceupied first by the guard for the ammunition depot. Since the 
spring of 1950 a Soviet armored unit of 500 to 600 men has been permanently 
stationed here, The soldiers wear red-bordered black shoulder boards with a small 
metal tank emblem, There are 50 armored vehicles, including a few T#34 tanks, 
The rest are jeep-like armored cars having a machine gun with a universal mount 
installed on the armored top. They stand in the forest directly alongside the 
camp. The unit also has an unknown number of Stalin ‘brgans" This unit is the 
core of a Soviet armored division whose other parts are seattered through West 
Hungery, ae :

do Entering the forest and approaching the camp is prohibited. Vehicles on the nigh 
way must pass the camp without stopping. The camp is guarded in the daytime by 
standing posts and at night by patrols as well. Anyone unkmown approaching the 
prohibited zone is shot without warning, Transport of ammunition and departure and 
return of units is conducted only at night, In the daytime the camp is completely 
quiet, 
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4, Mosonmagyarévdr. The old barracks at Mosonmagyardvdr were fixed up in October 
1950 and occupied by a motorized Soviet artillery force with 50 guns having 
barrels. about two meters long. They go in the direction of negyeshalom for 
firing practice, The vehicle park (about 150 in all) consists of jeepelike 
oweaas carriers and cargo «trucks of the Studebaker type, 

5. The* abo PRES ER ed nbay barracks on Leveli Street in Mosonmagyarévdr were already 
occupied by Soviet troops in 1945, They were formerly used as stopover quarters 
for braved between. Austria and the Soviet Union, In 1950 about 20 additional 
building “Were erected and the barracks were occupied by Soviet armored troops. 
their current strength is about 5,000 men. ams or 60 tanks are parked in the 
courtyard of the new barracks, 


6 Soviet engineers to the number of about 1,000 men have been stationed since the 
summer of 1950 in the engineer barracks at Mosonmagyarévdy, ‘This unit 1s equipped
